THE STATES. 

The Republican form of Govern- 
ment is undergoing a severe strain, 
and doubts are expressed as to its abil- 
ity to withstand it.

The Washington Herald 
also contains an inflammatory editorial 
stigmatizing as counsels of cowardice the 
the New York Sun's counsel against any 
attempt by the Democrats to use force in 
the Presidential election. It says: If 
when the house investigating committees 
return from those States, there shall be 
no doubt of Tilden having an honest ma- 
jority of the electoral votes, it will be the 
duty of the Democratic leaders to insist 
npon their legal rights and maintain 
thorn. 

THE SMALLPOX ' DISSEMINATORS. 

The criminal work of the Assize Court 
was brought to nn end yesterday by the 
sentonco of the prisoners convicted of var- 
ious ofl'onces. The proceedings have been 
distinguished for the vitality of the Grand 
Jurors. It is gratifying to (hid that the 
day of dryasdust reports has gone by, 
and that evils have been suppressed 
through the vigorous action of the Grand 
Jury. Through their exertions tho scoun- 
drels who for many mouths have boon en- 
gaged in sowing tl-.o seeds of smallpox 
through this community, have been pun- 
ished — however inadequately — for their 
wickedness. It is matter for regret that 
the punishment prescribed was not more 
severe. No offence could well be graver 
than that of which these scoundrels were 
found guilty; and there would have boon 
few damp eyelids had it been possible, 
under tho luv, to have inflicted capital 
punishment. Al&ny a man who had of- 
fended less against Society has suffered 
tho doitth penalty. 

THE McCONNELL GRIEVANCE. 

Tho Chief Commissioner received last 
evening letters from Mr. Hayncs, J. P., at 
Osooyoos respecting tho application of 
McConnell to pre-empt a portion of the 
Indian Reserve in that district. Air. 
Hayncs states that ho informed tho man 
that tho land was an Indian reserve; but 
ho still persisted in laying claim to it. 
Subsequently, McConnell made applica- 
tion to Mr. U. A. Vernon at Okanogan to 
bo allowed to pre-empt the hind and was 
refused permission by him for the same 
reason tUat Mr. Uaynes had advanced. 
He then came on to Victoria and made 
application here, which was very properly 
refused. Tho Chief Commissioner 
has in his possession a description of the 
reserve in which is included tho land that 
McConnell covets, and which, should he 
obtain, would probably provoke an In- 
dian war. However, the best mode of as- 
certaining the facts from official documents 
is for the ex-Chief to move for a Commit- 
tee whou the House moots.

WItilil.YM SMITH, 

Convietod of sending a threatening letter, 
couched iu the vilest language. The 
learned Judge said there was a spirit per- 
vading tho letter which acouied as if ho 
inteudsd, if ho had the chance, to curry 
out- bis threats. There was a tendency 
among the youth of this country to disre- 
gard that obedience that was duo from 
tho young to their parents and tho law. 
The result would he frightful when they 
grow up.

Men must 
bo taught that even in the remotest por- 
tions of Canadian territory tho Engli-h 
law woud ho vindicated. In tho Cassiar 
trade tho Americans wore more interested 
than ourselves in tho proper vindication 
of tho laws of tho respective countries. 
Ho had had communication with higher 
powers with respect to this case, and 
spoke as one having authority. How could 
commercial relations he observed if these 
laws wero not carriod out? This Court 
had not the power to relieve tho prisoner 
of tho obligations ho had incurred. It 
was tho duty of police officers, at every 
risk, to bring their prisoners safely to 
their destination. If prisoners wero not, 
treated fairly tho police officers could be. 
placed in tho dock for punishment. I t it 
had been clearly shown that Ueegan had 
acted brutally towards the Province he 
would have been tried. lint Hall, an 
American gentleman, called as a witness, 
proved that Martin was well treated. The 
sentence of the Court was that he bo im- 
prisoned for one year and nine months at 
hard lahor, at tho end of his present sen- 
tence. 

The prisoner— Thank yon , sir. 
The Grand Jury were discharged for 
tho term, and civil causes woro taken up.

THOMAS KING AND THOMAS BBOWN, 

The smallpox plenipotentaries, were next 
placod at the Bar. 

The learned Judge said the crime was 
ono of the worst known to tho law — next 
to homicide. For the mean, low consid- 
eration of oD cents for a blanket and a 
dollar and a half for shawl, they had made 
it possible for unsuspecting persons to car 
ry homo to thoir household the seeds of 
disease and death. The clothes had lx en 
stripped from the dead body of a small- 
pox patient and were pledged with a 
pawn broker (who tho Court wished it 
had the power to reach] One would have 
thought that the Bight of humanity in tho 
imago of God lying there dead— the soul 
gono to another world- -would have deter- 
red theso bad mon. But they robbed the 
corpse, and threw it over the Bide of tho 
cliff where riflemen were engaged iu tir- 
ing at the butts. Hu would pass a sen- 
tence that would be a warning, a caution 
to all other degraded men how thoy dealt 
in such cases again. How did we know 
that the orimo had not boon practised for 
a long time. Tho sentence of the (Join t 
was that tho prisoners be imprisoned for 
IB months with hard labor.

The learned Judgo said that drunken- 
ness was no excuse for tho commission of 
crime— especially in this country, where 
liquor seemed to reign BUprema.
